Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year 
1952.  3 

This  is  the  fifth  Annual  Report  to  be  presented  since  the 
coming  into  force  of  the  National  Health  Service  (1946)  Act  and 
has  been  compiled  in  the  absence  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  that  year,  who  vacated  office  on  4th  January,  1953,  after 
which  date  I  took  over. 

Smallburgh  Rural  District  has  been  included  with  North 
Walsham  Urban  District  and  Blofield  and  Flegg  Rural  District  to 
form  No.  1  Area  of  Norfolk  County  Council  under  the  Act  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  the  duties  for  which  the  County  Health 
Authority  has  accepted  the  responsibility  which  include  Care  of 
Mothers  and  Young  Children,  Midwifery  Service,  Health  Visiting 
Service,  Home  Nursing  Service,  Ambulance  Service,  Vaccination 
and  Immunisation,  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-care, 
Domestic  Health  Service  and  Mental  Health  Service.  Some  of 
these  Services  along  with  the  School  Service  in  the  area  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Area  Medical  Officer,  who  also  acts  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  three  County  Districts  comprising  Area 
No.  1  referred  to  above. 

The  review  of  the  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  for  1952  is  very 
satisfactory.  The  Birth  Rate  is  13.92  per  thousand  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  compared  with  15.3  per  thousand  for  England  and  Wales. 
The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  this  District  was  195 
corresponding  to  a  Death  Rate  of  10.73  per  thousand,  compared 
with  11.3  per  thousand  for  England  and  Wales.  Cardio- vascular 
disease  accounted  for  44%  and  Cancer  in  various  forms  for  11% 
of  all  deaths. 

There  was  an  increased  incidence  in  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough.  317  cases  of  the  former  and  21 1  cases  of  the  latter  disease. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year,  which 
pays  further  tribute  to  the  great  value  of  Immunisation.  The 
great  drop  in  the  ravages  of  this  Disease  throughout  the  whole 
country  during  the  past  few  years  is  surely  the  most  convincing 
proof  of  the  value  of  Immunisation.  This  has  been  fairly  well 
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maintained  in  this  area,  but  there  are  as  yet  quite  a  number  of 
children  who  are  unprotected  in  this  District.  I  appeal  most 
earnestly  to  the  parents  of  these  children  to  give  this  matter  their 
most  serious  consideration  and  thereby  avoid  a  return  of  outbreaks 
of  this  serious  Disease  which  has  already  recurred  in  some  areas  of 
England  where  a  sufficient  standard  of  Immunisation  has  not  been 
maintained. 

I  am  happy  indeed  to  record  that  once  again  there  are  no 
deaths  under  the  heading  of  Maternal  Mortality.  The  figure  for 
Infantile  Mortality  has  risen  again  this  year.  This  has  been  due 
to  the  fact  that  seven  of  the  fourteen  deaths  of  children  under  one 
year  were  due  to  immaturity  of  the  newborn  child,  death  occurring 
within  one  week  after  birth,  which  unfortunately  has  exactly 
doubled  the  figure  under  this  heading.  One  child  died  from 
diarrhoea  under  two  years  of  age.  Taking  these  facts  as  a  whole 
I  think  we  can  be  well  satisfied  with  the  efforts  of  our  Health 
Visitors,  Midwives  and  Nurses  and  I  am  pleased  to  note  that  there 
appears  to  be  an  increasing  demand  for  their  services. 

The  classification  of  houses  in  the  District  has  not  yet  been 
completed.  It  is  necessary  to  push  on  with  this  work  as  until  it 
is  finished  the  complete  picture  of  the  housing  conditions  in  the 
Area  cannot  be  fully  ascertained  and  this  information  is  surely 
necessary  before  we  can  arrive  at  our  future  housing  needs. 

There  are  quite  a  number  of  houses  in  the  District  which 
should  be  dealt  with  in  one  way  or  another  under  the  various 
Housing  Acts. 

During  the  year  new  water  mains  have  been  laid  in  the 
Parishes  of  Catfield,  Hickling  and  Sutton.  The  new  Ludham  Bore 
has  proved  entirely  satisfactory  and  in  addition  to  the  above 
mentioned  Parishes  this  Bore  is  now  supplying  the  Parish  of 
Stalham.  Other  large  water  projects  are  under  consideration 
and  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  end  of  next  year  we  will  see  some  of 
these  projects  coming  into  being. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Council  for  the 
support  which  they  have  given  to  the  Department  throughout  the 
year.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor 
and  his  staff  and  to  the  other  Officers  of  the  Council,  without 
whose  co-operation  the  smooth  working  of  the  Department  could 
not  be  achieved.

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SECTION  A. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Area— (in  acres)  70,017.  The  administrative  centre  of  the 
area  is  at  Stalham  with  a  surrounding  district  which  is  entirely 
rural  in  character,  with  Agriculture  and  Dairy  Farming  as  the 
main  industry.  The  district  includes  a  large  area  of  the  Broads 
which  is  a  very  popular  summer  resort  with  many  historical 
villages  which  cater  for  the  many  thousands  of  visitors  during  the 
holiday  season. 

Population.  The  Registrar-General  has  estimated  the 
population  for  the  mid-year  1952  as  18,170,  giving  a  population 
density  of  four  per  acre. 

Number  of  Inhabited  Houses.  According  to  the  Rate 
Book,  the  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  in  the  District  is  6,350,  the 
Rateable  Value  being  £69,756.  The  sum  represented  by  a  Penny 
Rate  is  £270  11s.  4d. 

In  general,  due  to  its  situation  on  the  East  Coast  the  area 
enjoys  a  typical  East  Coast  climate  with  on  the  average  a  long 
fairly  dry  summer  with  plenty  of  sunshine  and  cool  sea  breezes.

A  Welfare  Officer  with  established  offices  at  North  Walsham 
and  Stalham  maintains  contact  with  the  general  public  through¬ 
out  the  year. 

Old  Folks’  Clubs  have  been  organised  at  Potter  Heigham, 
Hickling,  Bacton,  Worstead,  Swanton  Abbot,  Stalham  and 
Felmingham  and  these  prove  a  useful  medium  by  which  the  Welfare 
Officer  can  maintain  contact  with  the  aged  residents  of  the  villages. 
The  Welfare  Officer,  having  had  a  great  deal  of  contact  with  Old 
Folks’  Clubs  and  realising  the  useful  part  they  play  in  the  welfare 
of  old  people,  is  anxious  to  see  a  Club  established  in  as  many 
villages  as  possible. 

During  the  year  contact  has  been  regularly  maintained  with 
the  Smallburgh  Rural  District  Council  Offices  and  especially  with 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
the  Housing  Manager.  On  a  number  of  occasions,  by  working 
together  it  has  been  possible  to  effect  very  satisfactory  results. 
Only  one  evicted  family  has  had  to  be  provided  with  accommoda¬ 
tion  in  a  County  Home  during  the  year. 

The  average  number  of  cases  being  assisted  each  week  under 
the  Norfolk  County  Council’s  Home  Help  Scheme  is  14  and  the 
number  of  patients  admitted  to  Chronic  Sick  Hospitals  during  the 
year  was  37.  Much  work  has  been  done  in  the  sphere  of  Mental 
Health  and  Mental  Deficiency  and  especially  in  the  matter  of 
after-care  visits  to  patients  discharged  from  Mental  Hospitals. 

Ambulance  Service. 

This  service  is  operated  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Associa¬ 
tion  as  Agents  of  the  County  Council. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

This  service  is  also  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Health 
Authority  and  is  carried  out  by  General  Practitioners  and  by 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officers. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Facilities  for  Laboratory  investigation  are  to  be  had  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Bowthorpe  Road,  Norwich,  who  are 
the  suppliers  of  lymph  for  vaccination.

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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 
Water  Supply. 

No  carting  of  supplies  has  been  found  to  be  necessary  during 
the  past  year  and  generally  speaking  the  situation  has  been  fairly 
satisfactory. 

During  the  year  a  mains  supply  has  been  given  to  the  Parishes 
of  Catfield,  Hickling  and  Sutton  and  a  very  large  number  of 
applications  for  a  supply  from  the  mains  has  been  received  from 
residents  in  these  Parishes. 

The  new  Ludham  Bore  has  proved  entirely  satisfactory  and 
in  addition  to  the  Parishes  mentioned  above,  this  Bore  is  now 
supplying  the  Parish  of  Stalham. 

(a)  Quality  :  Piped  water  supply  is  of  excellent  quality  and  fit  in 

all  respects  for  a  public  water  supply.  Samples 
taken  from  wells  of  the  coastal  area,  however,  where 
most  of  the  wells  are  shallow,  show  pollution  to  a 
varying  degree  and  there  is  no  doubt  whatever  that 
a  mains  water  supply  is  required  to  replace  these. 
No  reports  have  been  received  from  any  source  of 
contamination  by  lead. 

(b)  Quantity  :  This  has  been  sufficient  in  all  cases. 

The  Parishes  of  Horning  and  Hoveton  obtain  their  supplies 
through  piped  mains  from  the  City  of  Norwich  Waterworks. 
Reports  are  received  regularly  from  the  Water  Engineer. 

(c)  Water  Sampling:  71  samples  of  well  water  were  dealt  with 

during  the  past  year,  12  of  these  being  forwarded  to 
the  Public  Analyst  and  59  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  and  the  reports  on  these  samples  were

Sewerage. 

I  he  only  Parish  in  the  Rural  District  having  a  sewerage 
system  is  that  of  Stalham.  Owing  to  the  low-lying  nature  of  the 
Parish  the  sewers  gravitate  to  two  pumping  stations  and  the 
sewage  is  then  pumped  to  the  disposal  works.  The  total  length  of 
sewers  and  pumping  mains  is  approximately  5  miles  and  there  is 
an  additional  1,000  yards  of  effluent  sewer.  The  sewerage  system 
comprises  1.15  miles  of  spun  iron  pipes  in  waterlogged  ground  and 
2.60  miles  of  glazed  stoneware  pipes,  where  the  danger  of  infiltra¬ 
tion  was  less.  There  are  104  manholes  in  the  system. 

Concerning  the  Parish  of  Hoveton,  where  a  sewerage  system 
is  so  badly  needed,  it  is  now  proposed  that  a  joint  scheme  for  this 
Parish  and  adjoining  Parishes  in  the  St.  Faiths  and  Aylsham 
R.D.C.  be  prepared  and  submitted  in  due  course. 

Other  Parishes  in  need  of  sewerage  systems  are  those  of 
Horning  and  Sea  Palling  and  I  would  suggest  that  these  be  given 
consideration.  When  the  proposed  water  schemes  for  certain 
areas  are  completed  the  question  of  sewerage  systems  for  these 
areas  will  almost  certainly  have  to  be  considered. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  closet  accommodation  in  the  Rural  District  is  sufficient. 
Each  dwelling  is  required  to  have  its  own  closet  accommodation, 
these  being  of  the  following  types  : — 

(a)  Water  Closets  ; 

(b)  Pail  Closets  ;  or 

(c)  Chemical  type  Closets. 

During  the  year  2  vault  type  closets  were  converted  to  pail 
closets  and  19  pail  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets.  3  pail 
closets  were  condemned  and  new  ones  erected. 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse. 

This  duty  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  using 
mechanical  vehicles  and  direct  labour. 

A  complete  service  is  given  in  5  Parishes  and  in  these  nightsoil 
is  removed  twice  weekly  and  house  refuse  once  weekly.  In  the 
remaining  Parishes  central  dumping  places  are  used  and  these  are 
cleared  as  often  as  possible.  A  scheme  has  been  prepared  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse  from  all  of 
the  dwellings  in  the  district  and  the  scheme  will  become  operative 
early  in  1953. 

Cesspool  emptying  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  and  during 
the  past  year  a  total  of  762,300  gallons  of  material  has  been 
collected  and  dealt  with.

During  the  year  these  vehicles  travelled  a  total  of  39,274  miles 
and  consumed  a  total  of  5,190  gallons  of  petrol. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  disposing  of  the  cesspool 
material  during  the  period  when  the  arable  land  is  under  crops, 
but  this  was  overcome  by  creating  rough  sludge  beds  at  the 
Stalham  Sewerage  Works  and  using  a  portion  of  the  site  there  for 
broad  irrigation  purposes.  A  new  refuse  dump  has  now  been 
acquired  in  the  Parish  of  Worstead  and  with  care  a  certain  amount 
of  cesspool  material  can  be  disposed  of  there. 

Your  scavenging  staff  have  carried  out  their  duties  in  a  proper 
manner,  often  under  great  difficulties  owing  to  inclement  weather 
conditions  and  I  would  suggest  that  the  proposed  new  scavenging 
depot  be  erected  as  speedily  as  possible  in  order  that  your  vehicles 
and  staff  are  given  better  accommodation. 

Nuisances. 

A  total  of  31  complaints  of  nuisances  were  made  during  the 
year,  all  of  which  were  abated  except  in  one  case  of  an  unoccupied 
cottage  of  which  the  owner  cannot  be  found.  The  following  is  a

The  Local  Authority  employ  one  full  time  Rodent  Operative 
or  rat-catcher.  He  is  a  properly  trained  operative  and  he  is 
required  to  inspect  the  area  and  deal  with  all  complaints  passed  to 
him  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  Operative  provides  a 
small  car  for  which  reasonable  travelling  expenses  are  paid  by  the 
Local  Authority.  Generally  speaking,  we  deal  with  dwelling- 
houses,  shops  and  factories,  but  in  certain  cases  smallholdings  anti 
market  gardens  are  also  attended  to,  together  with  certain  refuse 
dumps  and  other  properties  owned  or  occupied  by  us.

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  only  7  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  year, 
which  all  occurred  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  and  no  deaths 
were  reported. 

Diphtheria. 

There  has  again  been  no  case  of  Diphtheria  in  the  district, 
which  is  most  satisfactory.  This  is  the  direct  result  of  immunisa¬ 
tion  which  has  been  well  maintained  in  this  area.  I  appeal  to  the 
public  to  sustain  their  efforts  in  this  direction.  If  children  are 
left  unprotected  we  must  look  forward  to  the  return  of  Diphtheria 
outbreaks,  as  has  been  the  case  in  some  areas  of  the  country  where 
there  has  been  a  weakening  of  the  effort. 


Measles. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  during  the  year, 
amounting  to  317,  ninety  of  which  were  reported  in  the  month  of 
June  and  most  of  the  remainder  in  the  first  five  months  of  the 
year.  There  were  no  deaths. 


Whooping  Cough. 

211  cases  were  reported  of  which  177  occurred  in  the  2nd  and 
drd  quarter  of  the  year.  The  cases  were  scattered  all  over  the 
Area.  Here  again  there  were  no  deaths. 


Food  Poisoning. 

22  cases  were  reported,  10  of  these  were  holiday-makers  on  a 
t  miser  on  the  Broads  and  it  was  presumed,  but  not  confirmed, 
that  a  tinned  ham  was  the  cause. 


Poliomyelitis. 

There  were  only  two  isolated  cases  reported,  of  which  one 
only  was  confirmed. 


Tuberculosis. 

A  total  of  4  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
reported,  compared  with  10  last  year.  Two  deaths  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred,  giving  a  Mortality  Rate  of 
0.11  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

No  new  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  reported, 
but  there  were  two  deaths,  equal  to  a  Mortality  Rate  of  0.11 
per  1,000  of  the  population. 


The  number  of  cases  in  the  register  at  31st  December,  1952, 
was  88,  which  is  a  reduction  of  19. 


Inspections  are  carried  out  at  all  premises  where  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  are  notified  and  disinfection  carried  out  where 
required,  reports  being  submitted  to  the  Council.  Disinfectants 
are  supplied  free  by  the  Council  when  necessary.
